Dailey won the nomination 
when he p assed 
the requ ired 
nu mber of 59 3 v otes, before the 
roll was called tor the 
fifty - 
fou rth cou nty to tu rn its v ote. 
A majority of the T, 185 dele­ 
g ates is requ ired for nomination. 
Dailey p assed 
the majority 
on the fifty -third and with 39 
cou nties still to rep ort. The con­ 
v ention went into su ch wild 
cheering that it was difficu lt to 
allow the other cou nties to tu rn 
in their v otes. It was thou g ht it 
wou ld take sev eral minu tes to 
qu iet the crowd and g et the ex ­ 
act v ote on the candidates who 
were ru nning for the nomina­ 
tion. 
Finally the crowd was qu ieted 
and Dailey ’s total was rev ealed 
as 878. 
The first real ex citement

called for. Phillip Lu tz, first dis­ 
trict chairman, arose to

THE FUTURE OF AVIATION 
A writer in a national magazine the other 
day predicted that the country is on the edge of 
an aviation b oom the like of which was not even 
dreamed of until very recently . 
He makes his prediction largely as a result 
of a series of ob servations he made at such places 
as Curtiss Field, near New York city . 
His article 
tells how aviation fly ing schools are b eing fairly 
swamped with students; how airplane factories 
almost without exception, are enjoy ing prosperi­ 
ty ; how air taxi lines are reporting heavy de­ 
mands for their services; how commercial pas­ 
senger-carry ing lines are finding b usiness grow 
ever b risker. 
When the airplane was first 
invented the 
imagination ran riot. All kinds of wild forecasts 
were made. 
Writers painted vivid pictures of 
aerial merchant fleets, floating palaces, trans­ 
oceanic fly mg b oats and the like. 
But the pass­ 
age of time proved that much remained to b e 
done to perfect the airplane b efore it could b e 
considered even moderately safe and reliab le. 
In turn, pub lic sentiment went to the oilier 
extreme. 
It was conceded that the 
airplane 
might b e an important feature of life some day , 
b ut most people took it for granted that that day 
would b e many , many y ears in the future. 
The 
airplane was looked upon as a play thing for the 
venturesome, b ut little more. 
Now the pendulum, once again, is swinging 
the other way . 
The most sensational prophecies 
are b eing voiced. 
Aviation enthusiasts talk of 
the airplane displacing the automob ile in our 
daily life. 
What are the facts, any way ? 
To b egin with, it is to b e doub ted if the a ir­ 
plane ever takes the place the automob ile now 
holds. 
Certainly it will not for some time. 
Fur 
short trips the automob ile is the b etter vehicle; 
and the impossib ility of providing landing fields 
in downtown districts and in the b ack y ards of 
private humes and apartments is ob vious. 
Yet it seems equally certain that aviation is 
.m aking huge strides. 
Given a sound plane, a 
reliab le engine and a skilled .pilot and an air­ 
plane journey today is almost without even tire 
smallest risk. 
Prices of new planes are sliding 
down; the man with $2000 to spend can b uy a 
very nice machine at the factory . 
Most encour­ 
aging of all, the country is getting air-minded. 
It no longer has the b lindly uncritical faith of 
the early day s; it knows its sub ect. 
It is b e­ 
ginning to admit that the airplane has proven 
its capab ilities. 
This generation may not see the day when 
private ownership of airplanes is common out­ 
side the wealthy class. But, on the other hand, 
it may . 
It would hardly b e safe to b et that it 
will not.

KANSAS CITY TO MAKE GOOD 
Kansas City is going to make good — and 
then some — as host to the 2,173 Repub lican del- 
' . egates and alternates who will have the re­ 
sponsib ility of selecting a nominee for President

TASTY SUGGESTIONS FOR A MEAL 
A T THE CLOSE OF A LONG HIKE 


Wh en th e warm days of sum - 1 
mer are h ere, some of us 
are 
possessed with th e gipsy instinct 
to wander. To get outdoors and 
h ike to some near-by woods and 
th ere cook our breakfast, dinner 
or supper, wh ich ever th e case 
may be, by th e creek or river. 
Th e camp-fire is th e real joy 
of every h iker. It need not be a 
h uge roaring fire, but a small, 
practical one, built between two 
rocks so th at th ey support th e 
frying pan or broiling rock. 
Wh en one goes on a h ike and 
is at th e end of h is journey, a 
suitable camping place must be 
found. 
Th e 
ideal 
camping- 
ground is on h ifh , dry land, not 
too sh aded, and near a stream 
of water. If th e location is too 
low, th e ground will be so damp 
you will find it difficult to build 
a fire.

Borah will not be content with 
conducting a losing fight in the 
platform committee and 
may 


carry his demands to the floor 
of the convention itself.

THE FUTURE OF AVIATION 


A writer in a national magazine the other 


day predicted that the country is on the edge of 
•an aviation boom the like of which was not even 
dreamed of until very recently. 


He makes his prediction largely as a result 


of a series of observations he made at such places 
as Curtiss Field, near New York city. His article 
tells how aviation flying schools are being fairly 
swamped with students; how airplane factories 
almost without exception, are enjoying prosperi- 
ty; how air taxi lines are reporting heavy de- 
mands for their services; how commercial pas- 
senger-carrying lines are finding business grow 
ever brisker. 


When the airplane was first invented the 


imagination ran riot. All kinds of wild forecasts 
were made. Writers painted vivid pictures of 
aerial merchant fleets, floating palaces, trans- 
oceanic flying boats and the like. But the pass- 
age of time proved that much remained to be 
done to perfect the airplane before it could be 
considered even moderately safe and reliable. 


In turn, public sentiment went to the other 


extreme. 
It was conceded that the airplane 


might be an important feature of life some day, 
but most people took it for granted that that day 
would be many, many years in the future. 
The 


airplane was looked upon as a plaything for the 
venturesome, but little more. 


Now the pendulum, once again, is swinging 


the other way. The most sensational prophecies 
are being voiced. 
Aviation enthusiasts talk of 


the airplane displacing the automobile in our 
daily life. 


What arc the facts, anyway? 
To begin with, it is to be doubted if the air- 


plane ever (.alms the place the automobile now 
holds. 
Certainly it will not for some time. 
For 


short trips the automobile is the better vehicle; 
and the impossibility of providing landing fields 
in downtown districts and in the back yards of 
private homes and apartments is obvious. 


Yet it seems equally certain that aviation is 


.making-huge strides. Given a sound plane, a 
reliable engine and a skilled .pilot and an air- 
plane journey today is almost without even the 
smallest risk. 
Prices of new planes are sliding 


down; the man with $2000 to spend can buy a 
very nice machine at the factory. 
Most encour- 


aging of all. the country is getting air-minded. 
It no longer has the blindly uncritical faith of 
the early days; it knows its subect. It is be- 
ginning to admit that the airplane has proven 
its capabilities. 


This generation may not see the day when 


private ownership of airplanes is common out- 
side the wealthy class. But, on the other hand, 
it may. It would hardly be safe to bet that it 
will not.

dough, and carry in tightly cov- 
ered utensils. To keep them 
cool, place the container in the 
stream of water near where you 
are camping. Ideal biscuits are 
made by cooking them over, the 
fire in an oiled frying pan, and 
my! how they will be relished by 
the tired, hungry hikers. If you 
are going to have pancakes, you 
must take a can of maple sirup 
with you. It is not necessary to 
take extra lard but save the fat 
from the bacon. 
The only utensils needed are a 


frying pan, a pail in which to 
boil the coffee, knives, forks and 
spoons. It is always wise not to 
take breakfast utensils; supply 
yourself with plenty of paper 
plates, and tin cups, along with 
.1 generous supply of paper nap- 
kins.

The foods should be carefully 


packed so that they will not dry 
out or spoil. No person should be 
obliged to carry all the luggage, 
but it should be divided evenly.
